On July 15, James A. Hard of 
Rochester, N.Y., oldest living 
Civil War veteran, had himself 
| quite a day. And why shouldn’t 
he—it was his 110th birthday 

According to word sent by M. 
H. Littman of Utica, N.Y., ex- 
soldier Hard was visited by scores 
of friends and well wishers, who 
besieged him with good wishes 
and all kinds of questions, some- 
thing which he has come to ex- 
pect since becoming a centenar- 
ian. 

Mr. Hard now has his residence 
at a nursing home where most of 
his waking time is spent in a 
wheel chair. But while he might 
be slightly stooped, and near 
blind, that in no way keeps him 
from spreading his warm cheerful 
humor and enjoying an average 
of ten cigars a day, one of his 
few remaining personal indul- 
gences. 

He met his friends in his fa- 
vorite form of dress, the blue 
uniform of the GAR upon which 
he has several medals earned in 
battle. 

Veteran Hard does not like to 
talk about his war experiences, 
but it is known that he partici- 
pated in the battle of Bull Run 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, 
South Mountain and Antietam. 

Born in Victor, N.Y. in 1841, 
he. was 23 and working in a saw- 
mill when the news of the Con- 
federate firing on Fort Sumter 
startled the world. He immediate- 
ly joined the Union Forces. 

Even though he has voted Re- 








ballot for Abraham Lincoln, he 
still half expected to find a greet- 
ing card from president Truman 
among the others. 

The 110 years he has lived is 
described by James W. Hard as, 
“It seems like a long time I sup- 
| pose, but the time goes real quick- 
ly even if you-have lived as long 
as I have.” 


From Charles N. Roeckell of 
New York City came an item 
not seen very often these days. 
It was a newspaper wrapper, the 
manufacture and use of which 
went “out of style” in 1934. 

Made of kraft or manila pa- 
per they were approximately 12 
inches long by eight wide. One 
of the short sides bore gum which 
was used to seal the contents 
about which it had been wrapped, 
a periodical, usually. 

Near the gummed edge, and 
to. the right hand side was an 
impressed stamp of the kind of 
design current for that denomina- 
tion of stamped envelope. Wrap- 
pers had values of lc, 1%c, 2c 
and 4c. 

These items of postal station- 
ery first appeared in 1861, and 
were used without much change 
in design-or format 73 years.

Rat, Mo. and Dry Prong, La. 

In his reply. the postmaster at 
Snap Ky. told Mr. Craighead that 
it was named because W. O. Wit- 
ten was selling snaps to a cus- 
tomer when they were trying to 
get a name for the post office, 
and Witten said just call in Snap. 

Blue Eye, Mo. was named in 
honor of the postmaster who had 
deep blue eyes with coal black 
hair. Midnight, Miss. is located in 
the Mississippi delta and was es- 
tablished in 1890. It got its name 
from the plantation on which it 
was located, the plantation itself 
having been won in a poker game 
at 12 o’clock midnight. 

Pie Town, New Mexico got its 
name honestly. A fellow once 
baked pies here which he served 
to lonely cowboys. When a post 
office was established the cow- 
pokes asked that the town be 
given that name.

The above observations may sound, like a day dream and are 
brought about by my recent trip to Hawaii. Needless to say I 
was much pleased with this venture and at the same time disap- 
pointed. I expected to see Honolulu as a semi-Oriental city, but 
it appears just as American as our bigger cities and as progressive. 
The: business of Hawaii is principally in Pineapples, Sugar and 
Tourists. The big fortunes of the island were made in the former 
and now the residents are reaping a living and a profit from the 
latter. Land is mostly owned by estates of the early settlers and 
you do not buy a lot by its front footage, but you buy or rather 
lease by the square foot, for most people who build live on leased 
Jand and land in Honolulu is far above the price of land in American 
cities of comparable size. 

Observations of this sort are perhaps not stampic, yet they 
intrigue one for there is so much that is interesting and one is 
surprised and bewildered by the things that can be seen. I was 
told that the population of Honolulu is around 280,000 and that! 
there was one automobile for every three people. These were fine | 
cars too and the thoroughfares are equal to our own. The city | 








appears just about as ours and looks far less foreign than does Ha- 
vana, Cuba which is just off our Florida coast. 

It is difficult to write about our visit to Hawaii for there was so | 
much to see, so many lovely people were met and we were so busy 
day and night that one just hardly knows where to begin. As usual 
on a trip of this sort we went for pleasure and not for business 
and what I write is solely from memory and not from notes com- 
piled as I went along. This was a pleasure trip and I wanted to 
leave business at home so anything I jot down from time to time 
in these accounts of the trip will be a disconnected review of five 
weeks of sightseeing and not as a business trip although some busi- | 
ness was transacted as is inevitable and some things have come up| 
which may make this trip an event that will bring about a great | 
bit of interest to the Philatelic world. 

You who have followed the meagre notes printed in the past 
few weeks know how near we came to missing the boat as one 
might say and were we happy when it finally sailed.

DeVoss was with the boarding party and saw us safely on land 
and off to our hotel where we arrived about 2 o’clock and as 
usual were told that we would have to wait a couple hours for our 
room. This waiting is always unpleasant and like anyone else we 
tried for our room again in a short time and at the same time 
inquired for mail. Then it happened, for there was a bundle of 
128 letters laying there on the desk of the hotel clerk waiting for 
us to claim them. This brought a crowd of clerks rushing to us 
with a welcome, we were treated like celebrities and we got the 
room at once. No sooner had we got loose frm the hotel clerks 
than the young lady who acted as hostess in the lobby of the hotel 
rushed to greet us and invited us to a cocktail party at the home of 
the hotel manager which was in a residence across the street from 
the hotel.

‘Israel To Honor 
|Theodore Herzl 


A new stamp will be issued by 
Israel on the occasion of the open- 
ing meeting of the 23rd Zionist 
Congress. The Congress will meet 
in the city of Jerusalem sometime 
in the month of August, 1951. 
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The stamp will bear the pic- 
ture of Dr. Theodore Zeev Herzl, 
the founder of the Zionist move- 
ment. Dr. Herz] was born on May 
'7, 1860, in Budapest. He was a 
{journalist and author and lived 
the greater part of his life in 
|Paris and Vienna. He died on 
July 3, 1904. 

Dr. Herzl predicted the rebirth 
of Israel in his books “A Jew- 
ish State” and “Alt-Neuland”, 
and expressed his faith and his 
determination in his words, “If 
you will it, it is no fairy tale.” 

It was Dr. Herzl who imitiated 
the First Zionist Congress which 
was held in Basel, Switzerland 
in 1897, and at this time he was 
elected the first president of the 
World Zionist Organization. Dr. 
Herzl dedicated his life to the 
ideal of Zionism, and it is fitting 
that his portrait should be used 
for the first “personality” stamp 
of Israel.

GREAT BRITAIN. The 5 pence 
light brown stamp of 1938 (#242) 
exists in imperforate pairs. One 
sheet of these stamps bought ata 
Stockport post office, had perfo- 
rations missing on the first three 
rows. 

Neither Scott or Stanley Gib- 
bons list this variety, but the 
Commonwealth catalogue of King 
George VI stamps, prices an im- 
perforate pair at 90 Pounds. 

When the 1941 issue of Great 
Britain (258/63) was prepared, 
some values were issued in coils 
with watermark sideways and all 
but the three pence were also sold 
in booklets. Faultily made book- 
lets produced tete beche pairs and 
also some imperforated items. 
These exist in such limited quan- 
tities and are so scarce that they 
are not priced in either Gibbons 
or the Commonwealth catalogues. 
They are not mentioned by Scott. 

A block of six of the two pence 
imperforate from a booklet with 
watermark inverted was bought 
at a Cardiff post office in 1949 
and sold at auction for 200 
Pounds. 

Three used copies on cover and 
a mint pair are also known to 
exist of the one penny green 
imperforate, only one used block 
of four and a mint vertical pair 
are known. These came from a 
booklet bought in Huddersfield 
in 1943. 

GRENADA, The original print- 
ings of the George VI stamps 
(132/142) were all perforated 
12%. Subsequently there were 
variations and these stamps ap- 
peared perforated 12°4 x 13%, al- 
though the 12% perforation was 
also used. 

Most of the 1234 x 13% perfo- 
rations are scarce. The 242d blue 
(#136) is evidently the scarcest 
and while listed is not priced by 
Commonwealth. The 5 shilling is 
priced at 32/6 and the led at 
12/6. 

ST. LUCIA. On November 19, 
1949, St. Lucia released two 
stamps in coils. A le green perfo- 
rated 14 and a 2c stamp perfo- 
rated 14%4 x 14. Being perforated 
on all four sides, the only way 
that they could be idenfified was 
by the perforations. 

These coils evidently had a short 
life and very few if any arrived 
in the U.S. The Commonwealth 
catalogue prices these coils at 1/9 
for the Ic and 3/- for the 2c. 
These two coils have recently 
been reissued, but this time they 
are perforated 1214. 

NEW ZEALAND. It is announ- 
ced that on September 30, New 
Zealand will discontinue the use 
of all postage due stamps and will 
use regular postage stamps for 
this purpose. Quite a change after 
50 years of postage due stamps. 
Perhaps the saving will stimu- 
late other’ countries to follow, 
with Australia probably next on 
the list. 


CEYLON. It is officially an- 


nounced that a new 10c stamp 
was to be released on August 1. 
The current Ceylon 
was withdrawn from sale at the 
close of business on July 31, 1951.

Czech Reds Restrict 
Philatelic Activity 


It is no longer possible for 
correspondents in Czechoslovakia 
to make an extensive mailing of 
stamps, post cards and first day 
covers at least to collectors in 
the United States, reports George 
A. Blizil, an officer of the Czecho- 





slovakia Philatelic Society of 
America; 
A number of the members 


have been receiving items from 
that country via regular corres- 
pondents. They have been in- 
formed that because it is now il- 
legal for the Czechs to mail out 
sets of post cards such will no 
longer be done. 

Also forbidden by law is the 
overpayment of postage on mail 
out of Czechoslovakia. A recent 
postal bulletin states, “Letters 
that are overpaid will either be 
confiscated or returned to send- 
er.” And...“The wealth of CSR 
(Czecho Slovak Republic) must 
be confined within its borders, 
and over-paying postage is a 
waste of wealth.” 

It is suspected that the pur- 
pose behind the various restric- 
tive laws is to cause non-Czech 
collectors to make their purchases 
through the government monop- 
oly philatelic agency. Mint and 
used stamps are sold there at a 
so-called “official” rate of ex-
